DISASTER AT YU 
CHU FORT. 


RESCUE WORKERS 
RUSH TO SCENE. 


MANY LIVES LOST. 


Canton, May 5. 


A terrific explosion, which 
was heard for miles around, 
causing the greatest alarm, 
occurred this -morning at 
about seven o'clock in the 
arsenal at Yu Chu Fort, near. 
Canton City, completely des- 
troying the building, an 
wreaking terrible havoc 
among the troops stationed 
at the Fort. 

Only the scantiest§ details of 
the disaster are so far available, 
but first reports state that heavy 
casualties have occurred umong 
the soldiers and the damage to 
buildings is considerable. 

Doctors, nurses and ambul- 
ances’ have been rushed from 
Canton City to the ‘rort, and 
lurge numbers of officers of the 
Public Safety Bureau have also 
been despatched. 

The arsenal at Yu Chu ‘Fort is 
said to be one of the biggest of its 
kind, Large quantities of ‘arms 
and ammunition were stored there, 
and the whole, hus been completely 
destroyed. F .

Aged ten years in the last

self to spending twelve 
months jin prison in con-

against the sentence, although 
arrangements had already been 
made for the final appeal. 

Mr. Fall wag found guilty on 
October 25, 1929, of accepting a 
bribe from the ofl magnate, Mr. 
Edward L. Dohany and he was 
fined $100,000, the amount of the 
alleged bribe, and sentenced to a 
year in the penitentlary. The 
bribe was alleged to have been given

SHIPS COLLIDE. 


“DAMAGE ‘DONE TO SPHINX 
AND HSINGSHIH.- , 


Serlous damage wan done when the 
atr. Haingshih collided with the stern 
of the French mall ship Sphinx, when 
tho Intter was swinging opposite the 
N.Y.K, wharf, Shanghni, and four na- 
tive enrgo junks were uunk. Fortun- 
ately there was no loss of life and no- 
body was Injured. : 

The neeident sccurred at 10.49 2.m., 


‘Twhen the Sphinx, just arrived, was 


turning in the stream before going 
alongside. The Sphinx, of the Mes. 
angerics Maritinica Ine, is a ble ship, 
and occupied moat. of the fairway in 
awlnging. When the ship was at right 
ingles to the banka of the river, the 
amall San Peh str. Hsingshih, outward 
bound, appronched. 

Thinking that. there was suMcient 
room between the stern of the Sphinx 
and the N.Y.K. mail wharf for his 
ship to pos through comfortably, the 
captaln of the Helngshth carried on. 
Suddenty ‘realizing that he might hit 
the wharf, he put his helm over, but 
the rhip failed to clear the Sphinx and 
collided with it. Then an anchor on 
the Hsingshih was dropped and the 
ship checked, hut not before Jt had 
crushed three Chinese cargo junks, be- 
tween the ship and the wharf, and 
capsized another. The ship was then 
moored nlongside the N.Y.K. mail 
wharf, while the Sphinx completed its 
awinging nnd went alongside its wharf 
n hundred yards sway from the Haing. 
ahth, 

The Damage. 


The part. of the Hsingshih that was 
damaged was the atarboard side of the 
bridge deck superstructure, This eame 
into contact with the counter of the 
Sphinx on the starboard sdde, and just 
below the railing areund the “deck at 
the stern of the ship, 

Fer thirty feet the supérstructure 
on the Hsinghih was crushed dn, 
Three lifeboat davits were broken, two 
of them anbaequently hanging over the 
ide of the ship, while the third caught 
onto no radl on the Sphinx and wae 
pulled elean out! Tt remained dang. 
Sng ver the stern of the Sphinx when 
the ships yelled efemr, nnd wine dine 
medintely anade fast by the Brench 
sailors, 

On the Sphinx the plates an the 
counter were broken in, there being 
nogash ten feet lome and several inches 
wide in the sleeping quarters of the 
crew.

‘CAPT. OSCAR OLIN.™ 


AN OLD CHINA HAND 
GOES HOME. | 


An old China hand in the person of 
Capt. Ozcar Olin, who more recently 
hos been a resident in Japan, han left 
for his native country after nearly 60 
years In thin part of the world. Tho 
death of hig wife on February 10 Inat, 
nt the ngo of 72, hns cnuned him to 
mako hia decision to Ienve the Far 
Enat. He nailed for homo on the str, 
Terukunt Maru, snys the, N. C.D, 
Nets, 

Cnpt. Olin went-to sea at the age 
of 15, in the Swedish brig Oscar. His 
first voyage wna ta Rio de Janeiro, 
nnd thence to New York and back 
again to the Baltic. In 1870 he join- 
ed the barquentine Anna in London, 
the ship railing to Kronstadt to lond 
flour for Siberia. From Kronstadt to 
the island of Saghalicn the trip took 
145 days. 

After discharging the cargo of flour 
the ahip remained in the Far Enst, 
and Capt. Olin atnycd.out here ae well, 
In 1874 he joined the British — bar- 
quontine Willie, owned by the well- 
Known firm of Mtsars, Cornabe, Eck- 
ford & Co., of Chefoo, nerving orn! 
second mate and finally as master, 
until the ship wan soki in 1887, 


Rarque Sin Kolga. 


Capt. Olin then Jained the British 
banque Sin Kolea, at that time the 
biegert aniting rhip on the Chinn 
coust, and owned by Mr, Nils Moller, 
In 1803+ Capt. Olin forsook sail for 
steam, nnd jolned the ate, Feilung 
an second oficer, six ‘months later be- 
coming chief offccr of the str. Felma, 

Then in 1807 he joined the Shang- 
hat Tugboat Co. (John Morris, agent) 
which Jater becnme the Shanghai Tug 
and Ligchter Ce. the name by which 
the -firm is new known, and served 
with them until his health failgd in 
1920, Capt Olln went to Japan to 
settle down, 

However, he was destined to have 
A great nervous shock which affected 
his health not long afterwards Capt. 
Olin was eautht in the Yokohama 
earthqiake oon September 1, 1925, 
and he eenaequently had te find same 
other place in Which te rest, deciding: 
on Dairen, Hawever, he returned to 
Japan in 1926 and took up his: reside 
ence in Kebe, ax being more restful 
than Dairen. 7

‘ECONOMIC BOYCOTT 
IN INDIA. 


GOVERNMENT VIEW. 


3 London, May 4. 

Lord Irwin, the retiring Viceroy, 
had # long conversation to-day 
with the Secretary of State for 
India, Mr. Wedgwood Benn, and 
later hnd an interview with the 
Prime Minister, He is leaving 
London to-night for the North. 

In- the House of Commons, sub- 
sequently, questions were asked 
regarding the Irwin-Gandhi Agree- 
fMment and the cconomic boycott of 
British yoods, \ 

Mr. Wedgwood Benn said that 
the purpose of the Agreement was 
to put a stop to the use of the 
boycott of Britieh yeods as 
political mensure, and he had 
every renson to believe that, 
speaking generally, the agreement 
waa being implemented and that 
diacrimination against British 
foods, ax Buch, has been, In the 
main, withdrawn, 

Asked whether ft was proposed 
to transfer further provincfal 
services under the devolution 
rules, and if se, which services, 
Mr. Benn said the Prime Minister 
undertook that an enquiry would 
be made as to the possibility of 
introducing by administrative 
acts, changes which would not 
n sitnte amendments oof the 
Government of India Act. 
No decisions had yet 
taken, but important —mattera 
under this head would require to 
be brought directly to the notice 
of Parliament.
